This application has been found to contain more than one invention. 
Therefore, restriction to one of the following distinct inventions is required: 

Group I, claims 1 — 12 drawn to a method of treatment of a disease of the 
human or animal body medicated by PARP. If this group is elected, a further 
election of a species in required as claim 12 adds additional chemotherapy or 
radiation therapy, which is separately classified, and searched. 

Group II, claim 13 drawn to a method of potentiating tumour cells. 

Group III, claims 14 — 19 compounds, of a different scope than method 
claims, in class 544. 

Group IV, claim 20, drawn to a pharmaceutical composition, of different 
scope than the method claim(s), in class 514. 

These distinct inventions have acquired separate status in the art, will 
support separate patents, and will require different fields of search for the 
respective inventions. Accordingly, restriction for examination purposes, as 
indicated, is considered proper; 35 U.S.C. 121; 37 CFR 1.141 and 37 CFR 1.142.
